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LAND TENURE. 


General Clarke, in his third paper 
in the Carson Appeal on Henry 
George's theories, says: 

“The proposition of Henry George 
— — land to the common 

without compensating present 
owners is not only impracticable, but 
it is unjust. 
It would rob land owners, for 
the benefit of non-land owners. It 
would impose the burdens of society 
upon a portion of its members, and 
exempt a portion, perhaps the least 
deserving and best able to bear them. 

Those whose wealih consists of 
money, stocks, securities and move- 
able goods would be exempt from the 
payment ot taxes, and land owners 
and such og classes as they 
‘ ft the burden upon, would 

be forced to bear the exactions re- 
quired to keep the machinery of gov- 
ernment in motion. It would benefit 
those whose wealth consists of money, 
and stocks and chatiels, and corres- 
poospay injure those whose wealth 

invested in land, and who live b 
cultivating the soil. The small 
farmer who builds a home and im- 

roves and enriches the soil with his 

bor; the m artisan or com- 
mon laborer, who, by industry and 
economy, has acquired a habitation, 
would overwhelmed in distress, 
and the bondholder and Shylock 
would enjoy the biessings of govern- 
ment without contributing to the cost. 

But is it just to tab from land- 
owners ihe substance—the kernel of 
their property? Can it be called jus 
tice’ to impoverish one class for the 
benefit of another? Is it just to take 
from present owners for the common 
benefit, without compensation, the 
land which they have acquired by ex- 
change, or purchase, or through their 
ancestors, r which they have im- 
proved and made valuable by their 
labor? 

Whoever has invested money or 
labor in land has as high and perfect 

a right toits exclusive enjoyment as 
he who has invested his money or 
labor in the produce of the soil, or cat- 
tle, or other property whatsoever. It 
is his by every principle which under- 
lies the social compact, and for every 
reason which regulates the conduct of 
men. If it béeaid that the soil is the 
product of nature, so it may with 
equal truth be said of every living 
thing, and every tangible substance 
the hand of man has fashioned, or 
upon which the skill; of labor has 
wrought. Man creates nothing. He 
no more makes the beasts of the field 
than he makes land. no more 
creates the products ofthe soil than 
the soil itself. If it be said the cun- 
ning, and patience, and toil of man 
has tamed and improved the animal, 
or planted and cultivated the seed, 
or om pees the tool, =" oe to 
person d property an alte form 
and 21 value; so also with 
equal force it may be said the hand of 
man bas reclaimed the soil from the 
desert and wilderness; subjugated its 
wild nature, modified its natural ten- 
dencies, leveled and fitted it for culti- 
vation, enriched it with fertilizers, and 
immeasurably bettered its condition 
aud increased its value by labor and 
the addition of permanent improve- 
ments; and, above all, by the social 
— — and economic advantages and 
ities for exchange with which he 
has surrounded it. 

In the abstract it is undoubtedly 
true that the land is the common 
h e birthright of all—as 
much so asthe light of the sun, the 
water we drink, or the air we breathe. 
So also in precisely the same sense are 
the products of the soil, the beasts of 
the field, the birds of the air and the 
fishes in the sea—every inanimate 
substance, and every living thing. 

All matter and all created things are 
the free gift of Providence to man. 

In the same sensé also all men are 
brothers, and all the living bave a 
common and equal right to the boun- 
ties Of nature and to the works of 


man. 

The things which belong to the 
dead are common, for the reason that 
the material which composes them 
came from the common storehouse, 
and he who wrought upon and pos- 
sessed , having finished his 
course, can enjoy them no more. So 
also in the same sense every human 
creature bas the right to take what he 
can. But it is y to regulate 
these natural common rights that 

are formed, governments or- 
dained and laws enacted; and it is 
precisely because these natural and 


common are surrendered, and 
individual civil rights established

BOY BABIES. 


The Market Getting Lon 4 Hint 
to Married Folks. 

It is a perplexing fact that while 

more boys are born than girls there 

is a surplus of temale population. 


Of the children born in New York 
last year, 14,068 were males and 

females, and yet it is impos- 
sible for 881,857 members ot the 
gentler sex to find husbands with- 
out inveigling an equal number of 
males to commit bigamy. It has: 
commonly been supposed that war 
and the hardships and hazards pe- 
culiar to their manner of life are 
the cause of the excess of mortality 
among males, but a writer in an 
English medical journal presents 
statistics to show that four — 
cent. more boys than girls die be- 
fore reaching the age of 5 years, aud 
intimates that an explanation is to 
be found in the differeuce in nure- 
ing the two sexes receive. He does 
not say whether boy babies are 
hug ~ too much or pivehed to 
death by their fair attendants, but 
a reform in the method of their 
treatment appears to be imperative. 
The writer to whom reference is 
here made is ungallant enough to 
suggest that the excess of mortality 
among male infants may be due in 
part to a higher organism than that 
of girls, but of course the explana- 
tion is unworthy of consideration. 
Our fair friends will perceive the 
gravity of this subject for the pre- 
servation of boy babies is essential 
to the supply of husbands. There 
are nearly a million less males than 
females in the United States al- 
ready, and the stagnation in the 
matrimonial market begins to ex- 
cite alarm east of the Rockies 
Reno and Washoe county, and, in 
fact, the whole State of Nevada is 
doing her share towards keeping up 
the steck. The married 8 iu 
this town generally are living hap- 
pily and raising families, while the 
unmarried folks are swinging round 
the circle and hunting wives and 
husbands and will be heard from 
in time. In this county, by close 
calculation, 54 boys are bern to 
every 5 girls, but between the ages 
of 16 and 20 the girls are in the ma- 
jority.

Comparative Cost of 
Egen. 

A mathematician, leaving out 
rooting and seratching, says: “A 
hen may be calculated to consume 
one bushel of grain yearly, and to 
lay ten dozen or fifteen pounds of 


eggs.“ This is equivalent to say- 
ing that three and one-tenth pounds 
of grain will produce, when fed toa 
hen, five-sixths of a pound of eggs; 
but five-sixths of a pound of pork 
requires about five pounds of corn 
for its production. ‘Taking into ac- 
count the nutriment in each, and 
the comparative prices of the two, 
on an average, the pork is about 
three times as costly a food as the 
egg, white it sc ty less health- 
ful.

One eof Commedere Jenes Men 


New Living in Reno. 

Reno has an old timer in the per- 
eon of Joseph C. P. Stanley who 
firat struck the Pacific coast in 1842 
on the Frigate United States, Com- 
manded by Commodore Jones. He 
was a sailor on her at the time 
when Jones landed at Monterey and 


took po sesaionjof the country. Jones 
hoisted the stars and stripes but 
was compelled to take them down 
in a day or two and was courtmar- 
tialed for overstepping his authori- 
ty. He went back around the horn 
and changed to the Frigate Con- 
gress, in which he served during 
the Mexican war. After the war 
he left the navy and lived two 
years in San Diego and two in Los 
Angeles. Hecame to San Fran- 
cisco in 1852 and to Nevada in 1861.
